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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


This has been a busy and exciting year for Warner and for your Board of Select- 
men. Your vote at the last Town Meeting required a complete re-evaluation of 
the town and we have been devoting most of our time and energy since last March 
in accomplishing this time consuming project. While we slipped a little on our 
ambitious schedule and caused the tax bills to be late, we now have the re- 
evaluation pretty much behind us. No project of this magnitude is without prob- 
lems, and we have had a few. By and large, we are very well satisfied with the 
results, and we believe that our assessment structure is much more fair and 
equitable than it has been in the past. The re-evaluation results give a good before 
and after picture of what is happening, not only to Warner, but also towns in 
southern New Hampshire.

Warner is in the initial stage of very rapid growth. The number of subdivision 
applications, building permits, auto registrations and requirements for services 
all attest to this fact. With rapid growth comes significant escalation of real estate 
values (approximately 18% per year). While this increase seems incredible to those 
who have lived here for a long time, it does substantiate what we all know — 
Warner is a very desirable place to live. 


We have tried very hard to “hold the line” on the budget for 1987-88, while 
at the same time trying to maintain the same level of essential services in the area 
of highway maintenance, fire and police protection and other service areas. We 
are fortunate to have many dedicated and loyal town employees and volunteers 
who receive little or no compensation who help us hold the budget line and make 
this town what it is. The Town Report identifies many of these individuals and 
we should all thank them for their efforts. 


While we think the budget is mostly self-explanatory and reflects a slight 
decrease over last year’s appropriations, you will notice this year a significant 
increase in Town Officers’ salaries. This increase is a result of putting the Town 
Clerk, Deputy Town Clerk and Tax Collector on salary and having their fees, which 
were normally part of their compensation, accrue to the town. The Board of Select- 
men and Budget Committee spent untold hours discussing the pros and cons 
of this approach. We strongly believe this is a wise and prudent decision and 
we request your support in confirming this action. 
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One final point. We would like to formally acknowledge our sincere apprecia- 
tion to Jane Holliday for her outstanding contributions to the town as a member 
of and chairperson of the Planning Board. Jane resigned on February 2, 1987 to 
pursue other endeavors. Her knowledge, unselfish devotion to the task, and her 
enthusiasm will be sorely missed. We wish her well in her new endeavors.

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WARNER FIRE DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 
DECEMBER 31, 1986 


The year 1986 was a very productive one for the WARNER FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
Training within the department was extensive. In the months of January, February 
and March, seven (7) new members attended a 36 hour Basic Firefighting Course 
which included a controlled burn of several small buildings in the Joppa District. 
The controlled burn afforded the new firefighters an opportunity to put into prac- 
tice, under the supervision of the instructors, officers and seasoned firefighters, 
the evolutions which were taught in the classroom. 

Three of our Emergency Medical Technicians were recertified in the use and 
application of the Mast trousers and Esophageal airway. 

During the summer months, the overhead doors on the firehouse at Main and 
School Streets were modified to conserve heat. The ramp at the same firehouse 
was repaired and sealed by several members of the department, one of whom 
gave up part of his vacation to complete the job which had to be done when the 
weather was favorable. 

A contract was signed and the material ordered to have a fire detection system 
installed in each of the firehouses. The systems will be in direct contact with the 
Fire Dispatch Center in Concord. The systems are capable of being expanded to 
include an intrusion alarm. 

Three new portable radios were purchased to replace the old radios that have 
been in service for some time. The new radios have greater capabilities than the 
old radios have. The old radios will be maintained and remain in service for use 
at forest fires, searches and like incidents which require only one or, at most, 
two frequencies. 

The members of the Warner Fire Department formed the WARNER FIRE- 
FIGHTERS ASSOCIATION, Inc. The purpose of the organization is to render 
assistance to the firefighters and to assemble, collect and preserve the artifacts 
and memorabilia of the Warner Fire Department since its inception in 1830, thereby 
preserving the rich history of a vital part of the Town of Warner. 

On December 2, 1986 the department held election of officers. RICHARD D. 
BROWN was elected as Chief, RONALD F. PIROSO was elected as First Deputy 
Chief and O. FRED HILL was elected as Second Deputy Chief. 

The officers and members of the Warner Fire Department wish to thank everyone 
who helped us during the year. A very special thanks to the members of the 
Warner Police Department and the members of the Warner Highway Department 
who rendered assistance to the Fire Department above and beyond what was 
or could have been expected of them.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND

Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than nor- 
mal. The two leading causes of forest fires were again children and fires 
kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes 
are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire preven- 
tion. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility 
of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regula- 
tions; however, your assistance is needed.

If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax pay- 
ment starting April 1, 1986.

During this past year, the Pillsbury Free Library has seen several changes and 
additions. New hours were implemented in March and were generally well re- 
ceived by the public. Most notably, Saturday morning hours were started and 
have been quite popular. We are currently considering increasing the hours from 
the present 15 hours to 22 hours per week to conform to State Standards which 
go into effect in January 1988. 

Our library officially entered the “Computer Age” in 1986 with the addition 
of a Tandy 1000 computer, printer, modem and assorted software. The librarian 
and her assistant use the computer to have direct access to the State Library’s 
N.H. Automated Information System, which has databases covering the holdings 
of other N.H. libraries, a N.H. newspaper index, and the status of N.H. legislative 
bills. It is also used for many other administrative tasks. 

We are very pleased by the formation of a Friends of the Library group organized 
last September. They have developed many interesting and exciting ideas for the 
library. Already they have been responsible for running the Fall Foliage Festival 
Book Sale, two very successful Halloween story hours featuring Eleanor Barry 
and George Packard as scary story tellers, and decoration of the library this past 
Christmas. The Friends Group welcomes new members and ideas, so if your are 
interested in volunteering, please see the Librarian or contact Edith Daigle, 
Chairperson of the Friends. 

Many favorable comments have been heard regarding the landscaping of the 
front library grounds. A new walkway was constructed out of interlocking con- 
crete pavers which should weather very well in our climate. Trees were pruned, 
shrubs and flowers were planted, and a granite bench and new sign were added 
to make our already unique library building even more attractive. A special thank 
you to Pelletieri Landscaping Assoc. who not only did a prompt, professional 
job but also donated many of the plantings and offered some excellent advice. 

In April, an Open House was held to unveil the beautiful tile mural donated 
to the library by Warner artists David Carroll and Dwight Graves. In the sum- 
mer, movies and story hours attracted children of all ages. Of note were story 
sessions by Warner author/illustrators True Kelly and Lucinda McQueen. Also 
40 children took part in the summer reading program, reading over 450 books 
in all. The Librarian organized a slide show and talk on Robert Frost by poet Robert 
McNair in August which was well attended. Exhibits of works by local artists 
David Carroll, Laurette Carroll, and John Turner were very popular with patrons. 
Similar events may be organized by the new Friends of the Library group in the 
near future. Story hours continue to be held throughout the year for preschoolers 
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from Headstart, Nursery school, Kindergarten and any others who are interested. 
An additional time-slot is needed and may be provided by increased hours. 

The staff and trustees will be using 1987 as a time to develop and work on a 
5-Year Plan for the library. One item which must be addressed is the feasibility 
of expanding our library facilities. We are faced with too little room to accom- 
modate our ever growing collection of books, records, tapes, and magazines. We 
lack a separate quiet area for reading and studying. We have no separate area 
which could be used for public speakers, slide presentations, meetings, etc. We 
must also decide what historical documents and books are to remain at the library 
for safe-keeping. In 1987, we are confident that we will find answers to these 
concerns. As always, we appreciate your support which is shown in so many 
ways and welcome all input from the public.

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PLANNING BOARD 
1986 ANNUAL REPORT 


In 1986 the Board approved 10 subdivisions, 5 lot line adjustments and 3 site 
plans. About the same as 1985? Not quite. The 10 subdivisions resulted in 34 ad- 
ditional lots on the town tax maps and a new road, at the edge of the Village 
district. In 1985 there were only 11 additional parcels created. The new road is 
to be constructed at the developer’s expense but at town specifications. These 
land changes occurred throughout the town in all zoning districts. One subdivi- 
sion was approved in cooperation with the Salisbury Planning Board. We turned 
down a proposal for 13 lots on Mt. Kearsarge. 

Site plans were approved for conversion of a single family house to 3 apart- 
ments, addition of a mini-golf course to an existing business, and development 
of a new business location for the Jordan Milton Company. This firm will be 
transferring its operations to Warner in stages over the next few years. In these 
and other actions we consulted with town counsel, the building inspector, road 
agent, fire and police departments, selectmen and the zoning board, with whom 
we heid a joint hearing. 

The board also accomplished the following: 

1.) developed and adopted revised subdivision regulations; 

2.) revised and adopted a new fee schedule to cover increased costs; 

3.) negotiated a contract for professional planning services to continue 
work on the town’s Master Plan; 

4.) organized a Master Plan Committee of local citizens whose efforts 
have resulted in an extensive survey of the town; 

5.) developed changes to the zoning ordinance which were adopted by 
the voters in the March ‘86 town meeting; 

6.) participated in reactivating a regional planning commission; (In the 
last few years our region of the state was the only one without this 
type of technical assistance organization.); 

7.) developed and adopted internal rules of procedure for the board; 

8.) developed a Flood Prevention Ordinance (See below). 

Between January and December the Board held 25 formal meetings, many lasting 
at least three hours. In addition members put in countless hours gathering infor- 
mation, researching and drafting regulations, tramping through woods, fields, 
and swamps on site visits. One involved a boat ride across the Warner River. 

There isn’t space to tell you of eacn board member's specific efforts. They add 
up to a substantial contribution of volunteer time, considering that all have fam- 
ily, job and business obligations. Several serve on other boards too. We are for- 
tunate to have the assistance of Pam Mulsow, our part-time secretary, whose cheer- 
ful efficiency and organization help us to get things done. We are not profes- 
sional planners. We do the best we can to serve you well and will try to continue 
to do that.

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ADDENDUM: 

This year’s warrant includes a “Flood Prevention Ordinance.” Passing this or- 
dinance will make it possible for anyone living or owning property in the Flood 
Plain to buy affordable flood insurance. If the town does nothing to prevent future 
flooding, then the low cost insurance program will not be available to us. 

Since Warner has a lot of property in the Flood zones, it is very important that 
we adopt this ordinance to give property owners in those zones the choice of 
affordable flood insurance. Adoption to this ordinance will aiso help to protect 
one of the town’s major natural resources, the River itself.

The Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission (CNHRPC) is a 
public, non-profit association of 20 towns in the region. 18 are in Merrimack Coun- 
ty and 2 in Hillsborough County. The Commission’s Board of Directors consists 
of representatives appointed by the selectmen in each participating town. Alice 
Chamberlin and George Pellettieri are Warner’s representatives. 


By joining together, the towns in the CNHRPC have created a forum to discuss 
common problems and resources to address them. By pooling resources, the towns 
have shared in making a professional planning staff available to planning and 
zoning boards, selectmen, and other related groups in the region. 


The CNHRPC can help with the following; master plans, local planning ordi- 
nances and regulations, capital improvements planning, mapping, growth 
management and municipal service information. Staff can provide support for 
addressing many regional issues such as housing, land use, growth, water qual- 
ity, solid waste, river corridors, and others which are brought to the Commis- 
sion’s attention. 


During the fall of 1986, we began working with Warner on its master plan up- 
date. Staff met with the Planning Board and Master Plan committee in September 
and October to develop a strategy and timetable. In November a master plan con- 
tract was prepared. Commission staff assisted the Master Plan committee in 
designing a survey questionnaire, which was mailed in mid-January, 1987 to 
everyone in your town. We are now analyzing the responses to the question- 
naire and compiling town census, economic, and traffic data. In late January, we 
made a tour of the town with several local townspeople. We will continue work 
on the goals and objectives, land use, and community facilities sections of your 
revised Master Plan. 


Warner's participation is important to the regional planning commission. We 
appreciate your involvement as a town and look forward to working with you 
on the challenges of the future.

The Town of Warner has a leash law for dogs. Dogs are supposed to be within 
calling distance from owner at all times, unless due to broken collar, leash, chain, 
etc. 


Loose animals that are causing problems will be picked up by an Animal Con- 
trol Officer. They will be fed and housed for a period of 7 days ONLY. If at the 
end of 7 days the owner has not claimed the animal or been located the officer 
will try to locate a new owner or the animal will be humanely destroyed. 


This year we have spent a large sum of money on food for animals. Food and 
grain costs for any lost, found or abandoned animals will be paid by the owner 
(if located) plus shelter and vet. charges if deemed necessary by the Animal Con- 
trol Officers or their superiors.

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TRUSTEES OF CEMETERIES REPORT 


The Trustees of the Town Cemeteries are responsible for the maintenance and 
repair of all the cemeteries in the town except for Pine Grove. There are thirty 
cemeteries and individual plots under our care. In the past year, we have been 
very active enlarging, improving, and visiting cemeteries. 


We increased the size of the New Waterloo Cemetery from 32 to 58 lots. The 
enlargement was needed at this time because 26 lots have been sold limiting one’s 
choice of lots. 


Also, the Trustees spent a day working at the Tory Hill and Schoodac 
Cemeteries. We fixed stones, painted gates, filled in sunken graves and cleaned 
up brush. 


This year we were able to visit many of the outlying cemeteries: Hoyt, Sisco, 
Coal Hearth, Pumpkin Hill, Gore, Poor Farm, Waterloo, Morse, Parade Ground, 
as well as lone graves for which we have responsibility. A list was made of 
necessary repairs in hopes of completing these repairs on one or two cemeteries 
each year. 


Jan Doughty was once again hired to provide perpetual care. Interest from the 
trust fund for 1986 was $1,541.67. Therefore we had to mow less often than we 
had in the past years. Jan agreed to complete a maintenance schedule prepared 
by the Trustees for a sum of $1,600.00. 


The use of volunteer labor and the cooperation of the town road crew enable 
us to do much more than the $2,000 non-perpetual care budget would seem to 
allow. But this may not always be the case. Once again we are asking for $2,000 
to do the necessary work on the non-perpetual care lots and tree work that may 
be required. 


We are also requesting $2,000 for the American Legion for upkeep of cemeteries. 


We would like to thank Jan Doughty for her cooperation and a job well done, 
George Guimond for mowing the New Waterloo Cemetery, Fred Courser for the 
many hours spent working on the Schoodac Cemetery, the road crew for the re- 
moval of trees at the Tory Hill Cemetery and the American Legion for all their help.

SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORT 
ON THE WATER AND SEWER SYSTEM 


On June 1, 1986, we had a major lightning strike at the wastewater treatment 
plant. Our sewage pump and comminutor in the pumping station failed, as did 
the telephone and alarm system. This required some extra labor and hours as 
some monitoring had to be hand operated. Fortunately, partial cost of repairs 
was covered by insurance. 

The wiring in our pump control system was not clear or reliable — making repairs 
costly. The system has now been corrected, labeled and documented, making 
future trouble-shooting possible. 

We have covered and insulated the sludge holding tank, allowing for better 
process control. Until now, this unit was not usable in the winter, due to pos- 
sible freezing. It is an important part of our process. This should help prevent 
violations of our EPA permit. 

The precinct truck has been painted and a bed liner installed. The truck should 
continue to give years of good service. 

The New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission con- 
tinues to recommend a strong chlorine dose in our drinking water. With a new 
water source, we hope this will no longer be necessary.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


We, the Commissioners, regret that we were unable to alleviate a precinct tax 
this year. We had hoped that, with the increased user fee, the tax would be elim- 
inated. However, due to the requirement to be in compliance with Water Supply 
and Pollution Control Commission directives, we were required to build an in- 
sulated structure around our digester complex. Further, we employed the ser- 
vices of a belt press to accomplish the task of wasting our digester and we also 
rectified the faulty wiring within our facility and now have it appropriately la- 
beled. Due to all of the above and the re-evaluation of the Town of Warner, we 
fell short of our goal — “No Precinct Tax.” 

We wish to express our sincere appreciation to the Water Study Committee 
for their assistance in the evaluation of our current and proposed water system. 
The input received from this committee has been instrumental in the decision 
making process; that will hopefully provide the Town of Warner with a good, 
long term, water supply and distribution system. 

We are happy to report that we have been in receipt of Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant(s) as follows: 

1. $316,250 — Water distribution line and storage facility. Install 12” line to 
new storage facility on Carroll State Forest property. 

2. $12,000 — Feasibility study to locate adequate water source. To provide 
good quality/quantity water to our community. 

We are proud to acknowledge that Ms. Vicki Abbey has obtained her Class I 
and Class II license(s) as a treatment plant operator. 

Once again we remind our users of the sewage system of the following: 

No person shall discharge or cause to be discharged any of the following 
prescribed water or wastes to any public sewers: 
Any gasoline, benzene, naphtha, fuel oil, or other flammable or explosive 
liquid, solid or gas, toxic or poisonous solids, liquids, All users are cautioned 
to avoid discharging paper towels, diapers or other obstructive type materials 
into the sewage system.
